As gas prices and 
airfares soar, more 
traveiers choose buses

NEW YORK Nikita Bernstein, 29, a New York- 
er with a business in Boston, was in need of a 
cheap way to travel between his two homes. 
And a place to plug in his laptop, store his bike 
and stretch his legs along the way 

Bernstein is an example of a growing num- 
ber of people, often young professionals, who 
are jumping on the bus as their primary meth- 
od of travel. The service Bernstein uses most 
often, discount carrier BoltBus, offers ameni- 
ties including wireless Internet, electrical out- 
lets, extra leg room and flushable toilets. 

Once considered the travel choice of last 
resort, some say the confluence of rising gas 
prices, airline headaches and the rise of dis- 
count carriers is creating a kind of renaissance 
in the bus industry 

Joseph Schwieterman, a professor of pub- 
lic service management at DePaul Universi- 
ty, said growth in the bus industry has acceler- 
ated recently— reversing steady declines since 
i960 —as low-cost carriers such as Coach USA’s 
Megabus and Greyhound’s BoltBus take aim at 
the lucrative curbside business of so-called Chi- 
natown operators. 

Chinatown buses, which run from one city’s 
Chinatown to another, offer an extremely pop- 
ular curbside service, especially among twenty- 
somethings looking for an inexpensive way to 
get wherever they are going. They also operate 
outside of terminals, saving companies millions 
in building and labor costs. 

Megabus was first launched in the US. in 
April 2006. It offers cheaper fares the longer 


Going greener 

American Bus Association spokesman 
Eron Shosteck said riders are focused on 
reducing their carbon footprint, looking 
at buses as a greener alternative to cars. 
According to the association, motorcoach- 
es get 184 passenger miles to the gallon, 
domestic air carriers reach about 42 pas- 
senger miles to the gallon and the average 
automobile gets 28 miles to the gallon. [ ap ] 


a ticket is booked in advance, with perks com- 
parable to BoltBus. The highest fare tops out 
at $27. The Chicago-based service expanded 
to the East Coast in May, adding routes from 
New Y)rk to Washington, D.C., Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, N.Y., Atlantic City, 
N.J., and Toronto. 

But the carrier closed its hub in L.A. last 
month, citing low ridership. 

Coach USA President and Chief Operating 
Officer Dale Moser said the company saw the 


number of day passengers on its service surge 
137 percent last year. He attributed part of the 
jump to the US. launch of Megabus. 

Overall industry growth has been concentrat- 
ed on the East Coast, where carriers are vying 
for the thriving business in major cities includ- 
ing New Y)rk, Washington and Boston. 

Greyhound launched its low-cost service 
BoltBus earlier this year. The service began 
in late March from New York to Washington 
DC., and in April from Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton, running routes between the cities and 
New York. A ticket tops out at between $15 
and $25 depending on the origination city. 
Both services say at least one seat on each bus 
is $1, but note there are sometimes more than 
one depending on the route. 

Greyhound spokesman Dustin Clark said 
BoltBus is an answer to growing demand 
from students and other young people, but 
also a growing number of business travelers. 
And while BoltBus became profitable in May, 
Greyhound’s mainline ridership has remained 
flat over last year. 


DNA led agents te anthrax suspect, scientist says

WASHINGTON DNA taken from the bodies 
of people killed in the 2001 anthrax attacks 
helped lead investigators to Bruce Ivins, 
who oversaw the highly specific type of germ 
in an Army lab, a government scientist said 
Sunday. 

Using new genome technology to identify 
the type of Ames strain anthrax used in the 
attacks, the EBI began to focus on Ivins as 
its top suspect more than a year ago, accord- 
ing to the scientist who is close to the investi- 
gation. 

Ivins “was the primary suspect for some 
time,” said the scientist, who spoke on con- 


dition of anonymity 
because he is not autho- 
rized to speak to report- 
ers. “It had to do with 
the very specific charac- 
teristics in the DNA of 
the letters and what was 
in Bruce’s labs,” the sci- 
BRUCE IVINS entist said. 

“They were cultures 
he was personally responsible for.” 

Eive people died and 17 others were sickened 
by envelopes of anthrax sent through the mail 
in the weeks after the Sept, ii attacks, spook- 
ing an already rattled nation. 


Ivins killed himself last week as prosecutors 
prepared to indict him on murder charges. 

Although the Army biological weapons lab 
where Ivins worked— Et. Detrick in Ereder- 
ick, Md.— had long been on the EBI’s radar, 
scientists were unable to pinpoint the specific 
strain used in the attacks until recently. 

The EBI recruited top genome researchers 
from across the country and gave them “no 
rules, so we could do the best and most com- 
pelling approaches,” said the scientist. 

At least $10 million was spent on the case, 
in what the scientist called “clearly the most 
expensive case EBI’s ever undertaken. And the 
most scientifically compelling case.”

Advecates: fas^track 
depertatien erders 
put rights in jeepardy

When Emanuel Franco was arrested two 
years ago during a federal raid at a Chica- 
go pallet company he said, an immigration 
officer urged him to sign an order to speed 
up his deportation rather than “waste the 
judge’s time” with a hearing. 

“He’s like: 'You have no right to be here. 
You have two options: get deported now or 
get deported later,’ ” Franco, 24, recalled. 

Franco refused to sign. He came to the 
U.S. illegally as a child 20 years ago, and 
his lawyer told him they would fight the 
deportation. A judge put an end to the 
deportation proceedings after Franco 
married his fiance, a U.S. citizen. He is 
now awaiting a green card. 

Fike Franco, Roberto Mazariegos was 
arrested after living illegally in the U.S. for 
years. But he had no access to a lawyer and 
signed the deportation order. 

“It was in English and I didn’t understand 
it,” said Mazariegos, 29, who was deported 
to his native Guatemala in April. He left 
behind his fiance, who is a legal permanent 
resident, and their 16 -month-old daughter. 

Such fast-track deportation orders have 
increased fivefold since 2004, prompting 
concerns among advocates and lawyers that 
detainees are being rushed out of the coun- 
try at the expense of their due process. 

The federal Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement agency said its officers ful- 
ly explain the orders after interviewing 
detainees. It also offers interpretation and 
contact information for free legal services, 
said agency spokesman Tim Counts. 

“I want to be very clear this is not some- 
thing they are pressured to sign,” Counts 
said. “It’s done slowly, it’s done clearly We 


Fast-track orders on the rise 

According to the National Immigrant 
Justice Center, immigrant detainees 
nationwide signed 31,000 fast-tracked 
deportation orders last year, up from 
5,500 in 2004. About 16 percent of the 
orders were signed in Chicago, making 
it the jurisdiction with the second-larg- 
est number of orders. [ tribune ] 


want to make sure the person understands 
all options and all consequences.” 

For some illegal immigrants, speedy 
deportations are a benefit. By agreeing to 
waive their right to a court hearing, detain- 
ees can reduce their time in prison by sev- 


eral weeks or even months. But those who 
sign the orders are barred from returning to 
the U.S. for 10 years without special permis- 
sion or they risk criminal prosecution. 

The National Immigrant Justice Cen- 
ter and other advocacy groups worry that 
many immigrants agree to the deporta- 
tion orders without understanding that 
they may be eligible to legalize their status. 
Many are not represented by lawyers. The 
majority who sign the orders speak Spanish 
as their primary language and have no crim- 
inal record, according to the center. 

Eleni Wolfe, a lawyer with the center 
who conducts monthly legal rights presen- 
tations at county jails, said one detainee she 
spoke with did not know he had waived his 
right to see a judge. 


In Guatemala, Mazariegos laments that 
he has not seen his baby daughter since the 
day he was arrested last October. He hopes 
his fiance can sponsor his return to the U.S. 
once she becomes a citizen, he said. But a 
reunion is far off 

Meanwhile, Franco is getting ready to go 
back to college. He just got a new job as a 
personal banker and is planning to buy a 
house. 

He shudders at the thought of what 
might have happened had he signed the 
deportation order. 

“It makes me wonder what life would 
have been like,” he said. “It would have 
been like two separate lives, what I have 
here {compared] to what would have been 
if I had signed that paper.”

CHEYENNE, Wyo. Marvin Nash— a.k.a. 
Starvin’ Marvin— has been a pro- 
fessional rodeo clown for some 30 years, 
entertaining fans and protecting bull rid- 
ers at great risk to himself He routinely 
taunts bulls that outweigh him by more 
than 1,000 pounds. 

Yet his biggest fight may lie outside the 
ring, where Nash is confronting what to 
some is an opponent just as intimidating: 
childhood bullying. 

Hoping to prevent the kind of violence 
that has erupted on school campuses 
in recent years, Nash has developed his 
“Bullying Hurts” program that emphasiz- 
es youth mentoring and nonviolence.

Sox lose division lead, let fists do talking as bats go punchless

KANSAS CITY, Mo. The White Sox dropped out of 
first place for the first time since May i6, but 
they didn’t go down without a fight. 

There was a bench-clearing brawl in the fifth 
inning and five ejections total in Chicago’s 14- 
3 loss to the Kansas City Royals on Sunday 
Mike Aviles went 4-for-4 with a home run and 
Zack Greinke pitched well into the seventh 
inning before he was among those sent to the 
clubhouse. 

Royals catcher Miguel Olivo was hit in the 
wrist by a pitch from D.J. Carrasco and charged 


the mound to start the brawl. Olivo pulled up 
as if he was ready to punch Carrasco, a former 
Royals pitcher, when White Sox catcher A.J. 
Pierzynski grabbed him from behind. Olivo 
instead hit Pierzynski in the head, and by then 
both dugouts and bullpens had rushed the field. 

Olivo, Carrasco and White Sox manager 
Ozzie Guillen were ejected when order was 
restored. 

“In that situation, I had to believe he was 
trying to hit me even with the bases loaded,” 
Olivo said. “We were leading by six runs. They 
come inside hard three times. That is the team 


that has hit me three times already It seemed so 
obvious to me.” 

Olivo was suspended four games at the 
beginning of this season after throwing a punch 
at Jose Reyes of the New York Mets during 
the final weekend of last season while with the 
Florida Marlins, also igniting a bench-clearing 
brawl. Another suspension could be coming. 

“I hope not, but if it’s coming, I need to take it 
because I charged the pitcher,” Olivo said. “I’m 
a man. I take my consequences. I know what I 
did. I think I did the right thing.”

Favre’s return puts 
Packers in a pickjg 


GREEN BAY, Wis. Brett Favre is back. It remains to be 
seen whether he’ll still be the leader of the Pack. 

The Green Bay Packers reluctantly embraced 
Favre’s forced return to the football field Sunday 
after failing to come to a financial agreement that 
would manage to make Favre happy while staying 
retired. 

The NFL announced Sunday that Favre will be 
reinstated and added to the Packers’ active roster 
on Monday. Commissioner Roger Goodell had 
held off on granting Favre’s request for reinstate- 
ment for nearly a week, hoping Favre and the 
team could resolve their standoff 

“Although we built this year around the 
assumption that Brett meant what he said about 
retiring, Brett is coming back,” said team presi- 
dent and CEO Mark Murphy. “We will welcome 
him back and turn this situation to our advan- 
tage.” 

A private plane carrying Favre, wife Deanna 


and agent James “Bus” Cook arrived in Green Bay 
shortly after 7 p.m. Sunday night. Favre exited the 
plane and waved to a crowd of several hundred 
fans gathered at the airport— in a severe lightning 
storm, no less— before driving off in an SUV. 

The reinstatement will become effective at noon 
Monday, when Favre will be added to the Packers’ 
active roster. A trade remains a possibility 
“Frankly, Brett’s change of mind put us in a 
very difficult spot,” Murphy said in a statement 
released by the team. “Having crossed the Rubi- 
con once when Brett decided to retire, it’s very 
difficult to reorient our plans and cross it again in 
the opposite direction— but we’ll put this to our 
advantage.” 

Favre could be on the field as early as Tuesday 
Coach Mike McCarthy has said Favre would 
have to pass a physical exam and a conditioning 
test, then would likely be limited to individual 
drills.

What’s in it for you? 
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Sold-out crowds make for a cramped 
Lolla, but the music does the talking

Barack Obama was a Lollapalooza no-show, but headliner Kanye West 
wasn’t— and he was only five minutes late. 

West got a hometown hero’s welcome from a field full of fans Sunday night 
at the AT&T stage, and fans went nuts when he sang “good morning. Chi- 
town” during “Good Morning.” 

Chicago was a running theme during his fest-closing show, but it was the 
Obama rumor that had many buzzing. West was happy to tease them. 

“We’re about to see history in the making,” West said. “There was only one 
person I could think of who was missing in this crowd tonight.” 

“This is for the lady who drove me to Chicago when I was 3,” West said. 

Then he launched into an impassioned version of “Hey Mama.” 

The Obama false alarm was one of the only disappointments of Lolla. 

Grant Park was bursting at the seams with a sold-out crowd all three days 
of Lollapalooza, and concertgoers marveled that the festival ran as smoothly 
as it did despite the massive turnout. 

“This is the most crowded I’ve ever seen it, but despite that, it’s easy to 
maneuver around,” said Matt Skirving, 27, who lives in Bucktown and has 
attended Lolla each of the past four years it’s been held in Chicago. 

Chicago police said Sunday that the three-day festival ended Sunday eve- 
ning with relatively few arrests, mainly for drinking and disorderly conduct. 

On Friday, six people were arrested. Another seven people were arrested on 
Saturday, said Monique Bond, a police spokeswoman. Sunday’s numbers were 
unavailable. Bond said. 

Officials estimated that a total of 225,000 people attended the festival. 

Since its debut in 1991, Perry Ferrell’s brainchild has become steadily more 
mainstream, with more corporate sponsorships and stricter security But fans 
say Lolla hasn’t lost its luster. 

“The music is what’s kept up, incredibly,” said Peter McMahon, 25, who has 
been to all of the Chicago Lollapaloozas, plus several Lollas during the ’90s. 

“Every year I’ve gone it’s been the best three days of the year for me,” said 
McMahon, who lives in Logan Square. “It’s like Christmas for me.”

As Rage plays, chaos erupts 

Headliners Radiohead, Wilco, Nine Inch Nails and Kanye West gen- 
erated their share of buzz, but what had everyone talking was the cha- 
os Saturday night during Rage Against the Machine’s show 

A packed crowd at the AT&T stage heaved forward when the band 
took the stage, crushing people in the front rows, squeezing those in 
the middle and causing some people to fall to the ground. 

“People passing out from heat exhaustion,” said Ryan Irvan, 23, of 
Vail, Colo., who said he was in the midst of the crowd. “You couldn’t 
breathe because of the body heat.” 

Irvan’s friend, 20 -year-old Casey Wilson, said he fell to the ground, 
landing on top of another person. Then someone landed on top of him. 

“I just put my arm up, and someone grabbed it and pulled me up,” 
said Wilson, of DeQueen, Ark. “Then I pulled up the guy who was 
under me.” 

Rage lead singer Zach de la Rocha stopped the performance three 
times to ask concertgoers to pull back. Security personnel were pour- 
ing water into people’s mouths from the stage. Concertgoers would 
take a swig from their own water bottles then pass it on to others. 

Crowd-surfing was used to evacuate people from the crowd. 

The medical tent saw an uptick of people coming in with injuries 
when the Rage concert began, mostly for dehydration but also for 
injured feet and knees and a few bloody noses, said Jake Willens, owner 
of Medical Safety and Engineering, which ran the medical tent. 

But overall, there were fewer illnesses and injuries than in previous 
years, Willens said, with a noticeable decline in drug- or alcohol-relat- 
ed problems. He estimated that 40 people were taken to the hospital 
Saturday, most of them for dehydration. There were also a lot of flip- 
flop victims suffering ripped toenails and twisted ankles. [ a.e.r. ]

Randee Haynes didn’t train for hours and 
hours at the gym to reach the semifinals of 
‘American Gladiators” at 7 p.m. Monday on 
NBC. He didn’t even stick to a special diet 
to get in shape. 

“They called me Doughnut because that’s 
what I ate,” Haynes told me last week, add- 
ing that his fellow competitors —including 
several personal trainers — couldn’t believe 
he was able to eat so many doughnuts, pizza 
and burgers during filming earlier this year. 

“They said. What, are you crazy?’ and I 
asked ‘Does food make you lose?’ ” said the 
26 -year-old father of two. “I guess I just have 
good genes.” 

When “Gladiator” officials checked 
the body fat of the 40 contestants, 
Haynes’ 8 percent was the lowest, the 
unemployed carpenter said. That’s on a 
5-foot-8, 175-pound frame— nothing that 
would make a 7-foot, 318-pound gladiator 
like the Beast quake in his boots. 

But Haynes, who says he didn’t play sports 
while going to Chicago Vocational High 
School, got past the Beast— and other com- 
petitors — to face Mike Gamble in the semi- 



finals. If he beats Gamble and gets abetter 
time on the Eliminator challenge than con- 
testant James Ruggiero, Haynes will battle 
heavy favorite Tim Oliphant in the 8 p.m. 
finals. The winner gets $100,000. 

Haynes couldn’t reveal the outcome— 
which was filmed in May— but says 
viewers will get two action-packed hours 
on Monday. 

“You’ll see a South Sider giving it all 
he’s got,” Haynes said, adding that he 
took a lot of physical abuse in his first 
two appearances earlier in the season. 
“Take that times two {on Monday]. I 
guess I’m giving a little more.”
